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Diiring March 1951# two trains^, each consisting of about 4S flatcars, were 
standing at the 3archit>-Stade^ railroad sta':.ion* These cars had to be kept 
in running order and be available on demnd« 

Because of increased traffic to the port of VJarnem!!inde, the SchAirorin Railroad 
Directorate (RED Schwerin) was ordered to lay a second track between Eostocjk 
and v/arnam^Snde* A second track has already been laid between Rostock and 
Bramow, arri work has been started on the section between Braniow and WarnemCInde^ 

, which is achedaled for ccmplotion in the faJJ of 1951. Although the groandwork 
is esqjected to be coii^leted by that tixne, diffic-ulties in the delivery of 
rails# sleepers and other it^s are envisaged^ 

The Soviet Control Council (SCO) has ordered the dismantled 14 -kilometer section 
of track between^ Bttsow and Sehwaan to be replaced. This section is important 
to freight traffic .t3 and from Rostock.. At present, all west liecklenburg fx^eight 
traffic is directed to Rostock by way of Giistrow^ The new connection will 
allow the Gllstrovf station to be relieved of freight traffic and to be used 
for other pi4rpos€3s« 

Unloading facilities at the GBatrow station sr© to be improved and increased- 
¥ork was begun in Ikrch and is expected to l>e completed in two to three rnontne. 
Ramps for 17 cars and a loading platform for 30 cars '^r© planned <> 

A second track beteeen Schwerin and Ih:=0b3f6rd8n,‘^-^t ncrw mider construction, will 
be used exclusively for fVeight traffic when coiispleted. Tliis will somei^rhat 
lessen the load of the Ludwigslust«Sch\/erin line. 


Th© Heriek peninsula, on the Baltic coast h^tlfway between Rostock and V/ismsx, 
which is served by the ^fei;bukcw railroad st^ition, \m 3 evacuated of all 
habitants in 1950. It is now a large mnnevcmr area for Soviet tank and 
units. An average of 5,000 men ar© cemped xn the area* Because of the Incroasoci 
military requirements, the SCO has orc.er^m an increase in facilities rt the 
sbitlon. A ramp for 40 cars is^to be built for the 'onloading of trucks, i?zms, 
tanks, automobiles, etc. In order to increase the shunting facilities, thsree 
tracks of 500 meters each and one of 750 meters are to he built. 
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
